What 
gets the congressional dander up 
is that Rep. Burdick says con- 
gressmen don’t even need a 
raise of 5 cents, to say nothing 
of $12,500. 

Trouble is, he says, congress- 
men live too high. They go to a 
lot of parties and give some. 
Mr. Burdick says that he lives 
just fine on $300 a month and 
thinks others could do as well. 


Amendment 

Congressman Burdick has 
three embarrassing amendments 
he will .offer. He will insist the 
vote’ be one of record so the 
folks back home will know who 


voted for it. He will offer an 
amendment delaying the pay 
raise, which he says the. con- 


gressmen are sure to vote for 
themselves, until next year so 
they can go home “and get 
licked for it’’ this fall. Thirdly, 
he will offer a bill to raise all 
government pensions, and bene- 
fits paid the blind and crippled 
children by a substantial per- 
centage. 

The congressmen themselves 
ere, of course, worried. Most 
persons think a raise would 
attract better men and keen 
others in office. They wince a 
little, when they recall Vice 
President “Nixon’s private ex- 
pense fund subscribed by friends 
and admirers, but they think it 
was something that came in 
mighty handy and was some- 
thing a congressman ‘‘sure could 
use.”” There are others, of 
course, who argue that a higher 
salary won't at all change the 
quality or caliber of men offer- 
ing for public office. They insist 
that the persons who want to 
mgake money will never come 
into public office for a raise 
which .will, 
more than 
in a big 


a Christmas bonus 
business operation. 
These men, captains and kings 
of industry, won't start running 
for office merely to draw $27,- 
500 per year. That’s the other 
side of the argument. It doesn’t 
quite prove a point. There ure 
men who have a feeling tor 
public service and an increase 
will make it more likely they 
will make a real career instead 
o: quitting office, as a numver 
of topflight, able congressiren 
have done, for jobs with in- 
dustry.

If a poll were held 
for the worst-dressed congress- 
man, Usher L. Burdick would 
be an almost sure bet to win 
the honor.

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Our Murder Rate 
Is Crying Shame! 


“If I were a criminal, I'd rather live 
in Georgia than any other state.” 

These are surprising words. They were 
made by Judge Luther Alverson of the 
Fulton County Criminal Court at a gath- 
ering of members of the Butler St. YMCA. 

The facts bear him out. 

In Atlanta, the judge declared, “we 
have one of the highest murder rates in 
the nation.” Actually, the latest FBI sur- 
vey of crime in the United States showed 
our homicide rate to be highest in the 
country. 

Judge Alverson pointed out that there 
were 74 homicides in the Negro commu- 
nity alone during 1953. He rightly blames 
this on the attitude of white jurors who 
evaluate the crime df murder among Ne- 
groes as “just one of those things.” 

Lack of law enforcement, directly 
traceable to public and jury apathy, makes 
murder routine and major crimes misde- 
meanors. 

Such a situation cannot be accepted 
lightly by citizens concerned about pro- 
gressive weakening of law enforcement 
and respect for law and order. Crimes 
of violence are the oldest known to man- 
kind and can be controlled only by pen- 
alties that fit them. 

As the first step in helping eliminate 
the high rate of crime in Atlanta’s Negro 
community, Judge Alverson recommends 
that all Negro jurors be chosen for cases 
of murder and assault. Such a step would 
give them the same protection as that 
afforded all others. We think he is 
right. 

Judge Alverson is right in saying that 
there is a weak link in the chain of law 
enforcement in Fulton County when jury 
penalties for major crimes are negligible. 
As long as such a situation exists, our 
high incidence of homicides and assaults 
will continue. 

A first and important step in strength- 
ening that chain would be to let Negro 
jurors sit in judgment on cases of mur- 
der within their own race. They are en- 
titled under the law to the same pro- 
tection against violence as any other citi- 
zen. To place the responsibility upon 
them for curbing it would help. 

At any rate, the community conscience 
must be shamed by the figures that show 
Atlanta leading the nation in incidences 
of murder and assault year after year. 

There were a total of 102 killings in 
Atlanta in 1952 and 994 cases of aggra- 
vated assault. The total in the state was 
189 slayings and 2,105 cases of assault. 

It’s high time we let penalties fit the 
crimes and end this business of killing 
whenever the whim strikes.

Korean Stalemate Is 
Probabl y Permanent 


The anti-Communist Korean and 
Chinese war prisoners will be returned to 
United Nations custody on Jan. 20, as 
scheduled. They will be released for re- 
patriation to South Korea and Formosa 
in accord with the original truce agree- 
ment which said that if no political con- 
ference was under way by that date such 
action would be taken. 

The Communists will scream, of 
course. This should not nor will it inter- 
fere with release of these prisoners. The 
Reds have stymied every effort to reach 
agreement on who will participate in the 
conference, their latest demand being 
only a rehash of their. earlier unaccept- 
able terms. 

It is doubtful if a political conference 
ever will be held. The partition of Korea 
is an established fact and the matter is 
likely to be left that way indefinitely. 
The Reds want no unified Korea except as 
a Communist Korea. The present stale- 
mate has earmarks of permanency. 

Washington is not too disturbed about 
the Peiping blasts. They were expected, 
but no resumption of the war is antici- 
pated. Neither is an early solution of the 
Korean impasse.

Ask the school administrator, and un- 
less his situation is out of the ordinary, 
he'll tell you substitute teachers are hard 
to get. And small wonder! 

The principal of the school is drowsily, 
yet hastily, dressing when she gets the call 
that Miss Blank has such a bad cold she 
cannot “teach today.” The principal grabs 
the substitute list and starts calling. “Sor- 
ry,” says Mrs. T., whose name heads the 
list, “but I have company from out of 
town. I can’t possibly come.” 

It’s laundry day with Mrs. Y, but yes, 
she knows how hard it is to find some- 
one, so she puts off the washing and goes 
out to the school as the substitute teacher. 

But she does not get the teacher's pay. 
Bhe gets only a fraction of it. Indeed, if 
she had hired a laundress to do the wash- 


ing, the laundress would have made al- 
most as much. 

Yes, substitute teachers 
paid and hard to get. 

So we are happy to read that in Val- 
dosta the schoo] board has raised substi- 
tute pay by 50 per cent effective Feb. 1. 

The raise came after a board member 
polled substitutes. Most of them told her 
that it wasn't worth it for the amount 
they were paid. 

The Valdosta school board members 
have recognized an injustice and acted 
forthrightly to make amends. The school 
system will be the better for their having 
so acted.

Frank Hawkins Was 
One of the Old Guard 


In the death of Frank Hawkins, At- 
lanta lost the last of the generation of men 
that made the city great.

Grim Safety Lessons 


Pay Off in Raleigh 


Residents of Raleigh, N.C., didn’t like 
it when Capt. Herb Hayes, director of the 
police department's traffic division, hauled 
in smashed-up cars in which people had 
died and displaved them on the down- 
town streets. They protested in horror 
when he put a cold, gray coffin in front 
of the courthouse as a further reminder 
that folks do get killed in automobiles. 
But those grim reminders paid off. 

The captain’s approach to safety edu- 
cation was starkly realistic because it had 
its origin in a tragic fact. In 1950 Capt. 
Hayes looked down at the body of a little 
boy hit in the streets and killed when he 
ran from between parked cars. He re- 
solved right then that with the Lord’s 
help he would prevent that kind of trag- 
edy from striking again. 

He went to work through the schools. 
Through the children he reached the par- 
ents. Not since 1950 has there been a 
child killed on the streets of Raleigh. And 
last year no one was killed. 

That is an enviable record for any city, 
let alone one with the almost 70,000 popu- 
lation which the North Carolina capital 
has. 

What Raleigh has done, what a num- 
ber of smaller cities in our state have been 
able to do, is proof that the traffic toll can 
be notably and mercifully reduced when 
folks are made to realize that accidents 
don't just happen, they are caused.

“Fads’’ and “‘crazes’’ of the sort mentioned leave us none the worse 
off, beyond a touch of chagrin, maybe. But the amendment sponsored 
by Sen. John D. Bricker (R-Ohio), could leave us, in event of its adop- 
tion, much worse off for the big job constantly before us and the free 
world, which is to cope with the Communist threat. 


President Eisenhower suddenly 
has realized the danger inherent 
in the Bricker maneuver because 
of the surprising strength it has 
gathered in Congress. As happens 
with every president, he recog- 
nizes his duty to protect that of- 
fice and its obligations and powers 
as originally devised and as hand- 
ed down to his keeping. His back 
is up insofar as the Bricker amend- 
ment interferes.with that solemn 
and grave trust and he seems 
ready to go to the mat with the 
Ohio senator in what may become 
an historic battle. 

The President's back is up, too, 
because of his awesome responsi- 
bility to the free nations, the lead- 
ership of which we now have ac- 
cepted. And there is the hobbling 
and. paralyzing effect that the 
Bricker amendment would impose 
on the freedom of action and the 
action in agreements and under- 
standings with our allies. 

The ferment is among a zealous 
minority in the country and the 
Republican Party here. The issue 
has attracted little general in- 
terest. That is understandable. It 
is to be hoped, however, that this 
will be remedied and that the pub- 
lic will inform itself and rally to 
support the President. 

The amendment has a plausi- 
bility in the explanation by its 


sponsors of its very brief and tech- 
nical language which, when trans- 
lated, specifies that a treaty can- 
not nullify state laws; that treaties 
must be approved by both 
branches of Congress in addition 
to their ratification — as now 
under the Constitution — by two- 
thirds of the Senate; that Congress 
can regulate executive agreements 
with other nations, and that any 
treaty that is contrary to our con- 
stitution is null and void. The last 
has always been true, being in the 
Constitution itself, and the Su- 
preme Court has from time to 
time pointed that out. 

It is worth pointing out that the 
constitutionality of a treaty never 
has been challenged, so that the 
danger Sen. Bricker fears never 
has arisen. 


The Bricker amendment would 
represent a confession by .Con- 
gress of a lack of faith in our 
system that has worked so well 
for 165 years, and a lack of con- 
fidence in the Senate, itself. For 
we ‘ave not only trusted our 
presidents with direction of foreign 
affairs, but we have trusted the 
Senate with treaties, some of 
which the Senate has modified, 
some rejected, as it has authority 
to do, and still has the authority 
to do.

To Launch War 


WASHINGTON — When Secretary of State 
Dulles announced last week that the policy of 
the United States would be to “retaliate instant-

Nearly all of us have been the 
victims of being misquoted and we 
know how it ean hurt.

really has the power to wage a war without asking the previous 


consent of Congress. 

This is an old question but it 
takes on new interest whenever 
the Chief Executive states the 
intention of this country in a mili- 
tary sense. 

The fact is that the President 
always has had from the begin- 
ning of the republic and has as- 
serted many times the rgiht to 
order our military forces into in- 
stant action without waiting for 
approval from Congress. 

While the Constitution § says 
Congress alone has the right ‘‘to 
declare war,’ the same docu- 
ment provides. for the use of mili- 
tary power when an undeclared 
war occurs. Thus the Constitu- 
tion gives the executive the right 
to protect the several states 
“against invasion.”’ 

When the Japanese launched 
their undeclared war at Pearl 
Harbor, President Roosevelt or- 
aered instant retaliation. Then he 
asked Congress for the passage of 
a resolution “ratifying the exist- 
ence of a state of war.’ The 
same thing happened when the 
United States entered World 
War I, 

Where President Truman made 
his mistake was not in his orig- 
inal decision to order American 
military forces instantly into Ko- 


rea, for he did this in pursuance 
of a resolution of the U.N. Secue 


rity Council to repel aggression. 
The mistake of Mr. Truman was 
in failing at any time afterward 
to go to Congress to ask for a 
ratification of his action. 

The Constitution is eminently 
suitable for our defense in an 
atomic age because the Presi- 
dent has the right to order our 
forces into immediate action in- 
Stantly and without waiting for 
previous congressional assent. 
His power is clear when an at- 
tack is made on U.S. territory 
or ships and also where an at- 
tack is launched against an ally 
of the United States, especially 
where it is provided explicitly in 
a treaty such as NATO that an 
attack on any member country 
can be regarded as an attack on 
the United States. 


But in any case any President 
who failed to ask Congress for a 
resolution of ratification immedi- 
ately afterward would be making 
a grave mistake. The chances 


are Mr. Eisenhower, confronted 
by any such contingency, would

Food Allergy 


Complicates 
Diet Menus 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
A true allergy to certain of 


the protective foods complicates 
things for dieters. Many write to 
ask what to substitute for milk 
or eggs, wheat, tomatoes, or- 
anges or cabbage—staple foods 
in reducing menus. 


If you have a true allergy to 
eggs, at breakfast substitute lean 
meat if desired—Canadian bacon 
is lean and hearty. On alternate 
mornings, cereal with milk (not 
cream) can be used. Luncheon 
or dinner eggs do not pose a 
problem for allergic dieters since 
any lean meat, fish, fowl or 
cheese may be substituted to fur- 
nish needed protein. 


A sweet milk allergy can some- | 
times be dodged by subtituting | 


buttermilk or powdered milk. If 
milk is out, step up the calcium 


protein by having a liberal serv- | 


ing of yellow cheese daily. If 
you are allergic to both milk 
and eggs, have large servings of 
lean meat and fish to keep pro- 
tein adequate. 


EASY SUBSTITUTES 


Here are some easy allergy 
substitutes. The cabbage family 
may be replaced by any green 
or yellow vegetable. 

The most numerous request for 
special diets come from the dia- 
betics. Since their diet must con- 
form to their individual carbohy- 
drate tolerance, the doctor’s diet 
must be followed. Weight control 
is essential.

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Diary-Keeping 
Out of Fashion 


Diaries, as a reading friend of mine pointed out one time, 
have gone out of fashion and she thinks it is a two-fold loss. 
The records kept by diarists from Samuel Pepys, and before, to 
Katherine Mansfield and since, have been of invaluable aid to 
students of history and literature. There's no better way of 
establishing exactly the color and feel and mood of a time than 
through a few lines scrawled by somebody who lived in that time. 


The other value, my friend pointed out, is that bores in the 
day when it was stylish to keep a diary or a journal often spent 


their spate of words on their books and spared the ears of their 
friends. 


All in all she thought it too bad that diary-keeping has gone 
out of style and I agree with her. The discipline in writing 
something every day was undoubtedly good for the writer, if 
of no value in later years to readers. 


But the real reason I've been mulling over diaries is that 
I have a copy of Dr. Jack Norris’ little book, “Gleanings from a 
Doctor’s Eye,” which is more diaryesque in style than anything 
else. Dr. Norris, a local medical man, followed no day-in-day-out 
pattern, of course, but simply set down as it occurred to him 
anything he felt like saying. The result is a small, hodge-podgy 
book, dedicated ‘“‘to my wife Elsa whose criticism of this book 
cannot be printed.” ° 


The book was privately printed and, I surmise, for the 
private pleasure of the author but because of his peculiar 


approach to living, it turns out to be a book of special interest 
and some delight. He writes of his grandchildren, of Easter 
rabbits, backyard barbecues (wherein he got the baked beans 
back of his ears) of adventures in the Navy, flying fish, 
alcoholics, television, man and his health after 40, and such 
purely personal subjects as grief. 


Here and there he sticks in a batch of what he calls 
aphorisms. Samples: Some folks think good citizenship and 
a loud mouth go hand in hand. Probably the most important 
fellow in our lives, and frequently the most ignored, is our 
postman. Blessed is the man who, having lived an active and 


fruitful life, dies suddenly. There are two things a man does not | 


easily lend out: his wife and his dog. 


On the subject of life and death he has set down his 
experiences as a doctor during the war, marvelling that young 
men who were surely slated for death beat it. 

“T say there is certainly something in the young that 
thwarts death,’’ he writes. “‘I seem silly perhaps to ponder what 
it is and why. It may be nothing more than the power of brain 
over matter. Sometimes in trouble’s darkest hours, between 
life and death, we can almost feel its presence. 


“Then there is the unquestioned paradox in older people. 
That is a will to die. Many times have I observed older persons 
make their minds up that earthly usefulness in their lives had 
ended; they were not wanted; were in others’ way or knew 
they harbored some inward, killing malady. They had concluded 
to ‘loosen the mooring’ and fade away. After such a decision is 
made they go down-hill rapidly and all the medicine and 
surgery in the world will not avail.”’ 


Dr. Norris ponders ‘‘the terrific will to resist death’’ and 
the determination to ‘‘court death’’, concluding, “‘what is it? 
Some folks call it hormones, others call it God.”

The lens of the eye is one of 
the few organs of the body that 
has no arteries or veins. This is 
understandable because blood is 
opaque and would interfere with 
vision. 

But the lens is alive and ob- 
tains its nourishment from a 
unique filtration plant nearby, 
the ciliary body. This structure 
supplies the lens with a clear 


solution that is devoid of cells | 
but saturated with dissolved | 


chemicals. 
Cataract is one of the most 
common lesions of the lens. The 


condition occurs when the struc-. 


ture loses its transparency. A 
disturbance of vision follows, 
which the eye specialist may be 
able to detect 10 to 15 years be- 
fore the individual becomes 
aware that his sight is not as 
good as previously. 

This lens cloudiness is com- 
parable with the white of egg 
that is clear in its natural state 
but opaque when the egg is 
boiled or fried. 

What happens when a cataract 
forms? The answer is simple: 
The individual no longer sees 
clearly. Some describe the sensa- 
tion as ‘‘everything looks cloudy” 
or “I seem to be in a smoke 
filled room.’’ Others see spots be- 
fore the eyes on looking at the 
sky, water, snow, or a light- 
colored wall. 

Surgery is the only remedy but 
this is not done so long as the 
individual sees fairly well for 
distance and reading. If he is 
satisfied with his vision, so is the 
physician. 

On the other hand, when eve 
sight begins to fail, theré is no 
reason for delay. Twenty years 
ago, victims were advised to wait 
while the cataract ripened.

stressed. The morale of the vic-

They | 
are convinced that blindness is | 


inevitable and worry about be- 
coming a burden to others. They 
usually perk up when told they 
are not too old for surgery. 

As a rule, nine out of 10 who 
/ are operated upon for cataract 
| can expect a return of useful 
| Vision.
